“It is in this context that we must examine tho 
revolutionary struggles in the United States. We are within 
the heartland of + world-wide monster, a country so rich from 
its world-wide plunder that even the crumbs doled out to the 
enslaved masson within its borders provide for material existence 
very much above thy conditions of the masses of people of the 
world, The US empire, ar a world-wide systen, channels wealth, 
based upon the labor and resources of the rest of the world, 
into the United States. The relative affluence existing in the 
United States is Girectly dependent upon the labor and natural 
resources of the Vietnamese, the Angolans, the Bolivians and 
the rest of the peoples of the Third Wor'd. All of the United 
Airlines Astroejets, all of the Holiday Inns, all of Hertz's 
tutomobiles, your television set, car and wardrobe already 
belong, to a large degree, to the peopl^ of the rest of the 
world. 


“Therefore. any conception of "socialist revolution" 

Simply in rent of the working people of the United States, 
failins to recognize the full scope of interests of the nost 
ppr sed peoples of the world, is a conception of a fivht “or 
a particular ortvileced interest. and is a very dangerous 
fdeolory. While the control ard use of the wenlth of the 
Empire for the people of the whole world is also in the 

۱ interosts of the vast majority of the proole in this country, 

AA the gon“ is not clear from the Atert v^ w*7] further the 
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preservation of class society, oppression, war, genocide, and 
the complete emiseration of everyone, including the people of 
the US, 


"The goal is the destruction of US imperialism and 
the echievement of a classless world: world communism. Winning 
tate power ia thc US will occur 14 a result of the ۷ 
forces of the US over extending themselves around the world and 
5»e-Hn-—defeated piocemcal; strugzle within the US will he a vital 
part of this process, but when the revolution triumphs in the US 
it will have been made by the pronle of the whole world. For 
socialism to be defined in national terms within so extreme and 
historical an oppressor nation a3 this is only imperialint 
national chauvinism on the part of the “rovement. " 


II, WHAT JS THE MACK COLONY? 


"Not every colony of peonle onrressed by imperialism 
lies nuts.Je the houndarios of the "S, | Hl*"ck people within 
North America, brougehthere 400 years ago as slaves and whose 
labor, as slaves. built this country, are an internal © olony 
within the confines of the oppressor ration. What this means is 
that black people are oppressed a a whole people, in the 
institutions nnd social relations of the country, Apart from 
simply the consideration of their class position, income, skill, 
etc. as indtvicuvals. what docs this colony look like? What isu

"V, ANTI-IMPERIALIST REVOLUTION 


AND THE UNITED FRONT 


"Since the strategy for defeating imperialism in semi- 
feudal colonies has two stages, the new democratic stage of a 
united front to throw out imperialism and then the socialist 
stage, sone people Suggest two stages for the US too--one to 
stop imperialism, the anti-imperialist stage, and another to 
achieve tho dictatorship of the proletariat, the socialist 
stage. It is no accident that even the proponents of this idea 
can't tell you what it means, In reality, imperialism is a 
predatory international stage of capitalism. Defeating imperialism 
within the US couldn't possibly have the content, which it could 
in a semi-feudal country, of replacing impcrialism with capitalism 
or new democracy; when imperialism is defeated in the US. it will 
be replaced by Socialism--nothing else. One revolution, one 
replacement process, one seizure of state power--the anti- 
imperialist revolution and the socialist revolution, one and 
the same stace.

Because of the 
level of spreinl oppression of black people as a colony they 
reflect the interests of the oppressed P^ople of the world from

It is becnuec of this that the vanguard character and role of the 
black liberation strucvle wil! te increased and intensified, 
rather then being increasingly cceual to and merged into the 
S.tustion anc rebellion of oppressed white working people and 
you's. Tre crises of imperialism (the existence of Vietnam and 
especially that it’s winning) will therefore create a "black 
Vietnam" within the Us.

Fur ther, the nuge ê fonse 
expenditures -- required for the defense of Chè empire 
and at the same time a way of making increasing profits 
for the defensc industries == have gone hant in hand with 
the urban crisis around welfare, the hospitals, the schools, 
housim:, air and water pollution, The State cannot provide 
the services it has been forced to assume responsibility 
for, and needs to increase taxos and to pay its row ing 
debts while it cuts services and uses the Plus to repress 
protext. The private sector of the economy can't provide 
jobs, marticulor!y unskilled Jobs. The expansion of the 
defens and education industries by the State Since World 
War II is in part an attempt to pick up the Slack, though 
the tnability to provide decent wayes and working conditions 
[or "public" jobs is more and more a problem. š; 
"As imperialism Struggles to hold together this 
decaying social fabric, it inevitably resorts to brute force 
and authoritarian ideolouy, People, c&pecially young People, 
more and morc find themkelves in the tron krip of 
authoritarian institutions, Reaction against the Pigs or 
teachers in the schools, welfare Piss or the army is 
generaliznole and extends beyond the particular repressive 
institution to the society and the State on d whole, The 
legiticacy of the State 18 ca'led into question for the 
first time in at lcas! JU years, and the anti-authoritarianism 
which cnaracteriízed the youth rel ll ton turns into re ject ion 
of the State, a refusa] to be socialized into American 
society. Kids used to try to beat the Sytem from inside 
the army or from inside the BClhoOls; now they desert from 
Cc army and burn down the schools, 


“The crisis in imperialism has breusht about a 
oreakdown in bourgeois social forms, culture and ideology, 
The family falls apart. kids leave home, women begin to break 
out of (radilionnl "female" anc mot ner“ roles. There 
develops a "generation kap” and a “youth problem." Our 
heroes are no longer Strugielio businessmen, and we also 
beyin to reject the ideal career of the professional and 
look to MAO, CHE, t he Panthers, the Third World, for our 
models. for motion.

They are the ones who mest often get drafted, 
who get the worst jobs if they get any. who are most abused 
by the various institutions of social control from the army 
to decaying schools, to the pigs and the courts. And their 
day-to-day existence indicates a potential for militancy and 
tovuhnese. They ara the people wiio we can reach who at this 
stage are nost ready to engage“ 19 militant revolutionary 
struggle.

"How do we reach youth; what kinds of struggles do we 
build; how do we make a revolution’ What we have tried to 
lay out so far is the politica: content of the consciousness 
which we want to extend and develop as a mass consciousness:

ane’ butid socialism, Besides consciousness of this task, we 
must tnvolve masses of people in accomplishing it. Yet we

"The spread of black caucuses in the shops and 
other workplaces throughout the country is an extension of 
the black liberation struecle, These groups have raised 
and will continue to raise anti-racist issues to white 
workers in a shargor fashion than anv whites over have 
or cold rise them.

"To become more relevant to the growing women's 
movement, SDS women should begin to wee as à primary 
responsibility the self-conscious Organizing of women, We 
will not be able to organize women unless we speak directly 
to their own oppression. This will become more and more 
critical as we work with moro oppressed women. Women who are 
working and women who have families face male supremacy 
continuously in their day-to-day lives; that wil] have to be 
the starting point in their politicization. Women will never 
be able to undertake a ful] revolutionary role unless they 
break out of their woman's role. So a crucial] task for 
revolutionaries is the creation of forms of organization in 
which women will be able to take on new and independent roles. 
Women's self-defense KTOups will be a step toward these organiza- 
tional forms, as an effort to overcome women's isolation and 
build revolutionary self-reliance, ec 
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“The cultura) Fevolt of women against their 
role in imperialism (which is Just beginning to happen 
in a mass way) should have the same sort of evolutionary 
potential that the RYN claimed for ‘youth culture. The 
role of the 'wife-mother' is reactionary in out ode rn 
societies, and the divinteyration of that role under 


imperialium should make women more Sympathetic to revolution. 


"In all of our work we should try to formulate 
demands that not only reach out to morc e 
but ones which tie us to other Ongoing st ruggles, in the

“There must be a strony revolutionary women's 
movement, for without one it will be impossible for women's 
liberation to be an important part of the revolution.

"X. NE IGHBORMOOD- BASED 
CITY-WIDE YOUTH MOVEMENT 


“One way to make clear the nature of the system 
and out tasks working off of separate Struggles is to tie 
them together with each Other: to show that we're one 
'multi-iSsue' movement, not an alliance of high School and 
college Students, or students and GI's, or youth and workers, 
Or Students and the black community. The way to do this is 
to build organic regional or Subregional and City-wide 
movements, by regularly bringing people in one institution or 
area to fights KOing On on other fronts. 


"This works on two levels. Within a 
by bringing kids to different fights, and re lat ing these 
! fights to each other - high schoo] “tuff, co) 
"TZ Kai welfare, shops - we begin to build one ncikhborhood based 
CES J E @ulti-issue movement off of them. Besides actions and 
| * 
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«¿cmonstrations, we also pull different people together 

in day-to-day film showings, rallicx, for speakers and 
study groups, etc. On a second level, we combine 
neighborhood bases into a city-wide or rcyion-wide 
movement by doing the same kind of thing; concentrating our 
forces at whatever important struggles are going on and 
building more ongoing interrelationships off of that. 


"The importance of specifically neighborhood- 
based organizing is illustrated by our greatest failing in 
RYM practicc so far = high school] organizing. In most 
cities we don’t know the kids who have been tearing up and 
burning down the schools. Our approach has been elitist, 
relating to often base less city-wide groups by bringing then 
our line, or picking up kids with a false understanding 
of ‘politics’ rather than those whose practice demonstrates 
their concrete anti-imperialist consciousness that schools 
are prisons. Wc've been unwilling to work continuously 
with high school kids as we did in building up college 
chapters. We will only reach the high schoo] kids who 
are in motion by being in the schoolyards, hangouts and 
on the streets on an every-day basis. From a neighborhood 
dase high school kids could be effectively tied into struggles 
around other institutions and issues, and to the anti-imperialist 
mevement as a wholc. 


We wil) try to involve neighborhood kida who aren't 
in high schools too; take them to anti-war or anti-racism 
fights, stuff in the schools, etc.; and at the same time 
reach out morc broadly through newspapers, films, 8۱0۳0 ۸ ۰ 
Activists and cadres who are recruited in this work wil) help 
expand and deepen the movement in new neighborhoods and high 
schools. Mostly we will still be tied in to the college- 
based movement in the same area, be influencing its directing 
away from cawpus-oriented provincialism, be recruitim high 
schoo) kids into it where it is rea] enough and be recruit ing 
organizers out of it. In its mont developed form, thiw 
neighborhood-based movement would be kind of sub-region. In 
places where the movement wasn't So strong, this would be an 
important form for being close to kids in a day-to-day way 
and yel » relat in heavily to a lot of issues and political 
fronts which the same kids are involved with. © 
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"The second level is combining these Neighborhoods 
into City-wide and regional movements. This would mean 
doing the Nam thing-bringing pcople to other Sights going 
On-only On a larger scale relating to various blow-ups and 
Fegiona] mobilizations. An example is how a lot of people 
from different places went to San Francisco State, the 
Richmond 011 Strike, and now Berkeley, The existence of 8 
kind of cross-motion makes ongoing organ ing in other places 
vo faster and stronger, first by creating a pervasive politi- 
cization, and second by relating cverything to the mont 
militant and advanced struggles going on so that they influence 
and Set the pace for a lot more people. Further, cities are ` 
a basic unit of organization of the whole society in a way 
that neighborhoods aren't. For example, one front where we. 
should be doing stuff is the courts, they are mostly organized 
city-wide, not by smaller areas, The sam for the city 
government itself. Schools where kids go are in different 
neighborhoods from where they Jive, especially colleges 
the same for hospitals people go to, and where they work. As 
a practical question of staying with people we pick up, the 
need for city-wide or area widc-kind of orientation is already 
felt in our movement. 


"Another failure of this year was making clear 
what the RYM meant for chapter members and students who 
wcren't organizers about to leave their campus for a community 
college, high schoo), GI oryanizing, shops or neighborhoods. 
One thing it means tor them is relating heavily to off-campus 
activitics and strursklex, a part of the city-wide motion. 
Not leaving the campus movement like people did for ERAP stuff: 
rather, pcople still organized on the campus participating in oit- 
campus struggles, the way they have jn the past for nationa) 
arten. Like the national actions, the city-wide ones will 
build the on-campus movement, not compete with it. 


jun une the movement wil! be defining itself in 
relation to many issues and groups, nol just schools» and 
(he war and racism an they hit at the schools), it will create 
a political context that non-students can relate to letter, and 
be more useful to organizing among high school Students,

toward city-wide youth movements by doing it. 


"Three principles underly this multi-issuc, 
'cross-institutional' movement, on the neighborhood and 
city-wide levels, as to why it creates greater revolutionary , 
consciousness and active participation in the revolution: 


"()) Mixing different issues, struggles and groups 
dewonstrates our analysis to people in à material wav. we 
claim there is one system and so all these different problems 
have thc same solution, revolution. If they are the Same 
struggle in the end, we should make that clear from the 
beginning. On this tasis we must aggressively smash the notion 
that there can be outside agitators cn a question pertaining 
to the inperia) ints. 


"(2) “Relating to Motion’: the atruggle activity, 
the action, of the movement «demonstrates our existence and 
strength to people in a materia] way, Seeing it happen, people 
give it more weight in their thinking. For the participants, 
jnvo)vement in struggle in the best education about the movement, 
the ener: and thc class struggle. In ^ neighborhood or wholc 
city the existence of some struggle is a catalyst for other 
Ntruggles = it pushes people to nev the movement as more 
important and urgent, and AN an example and precedent makes it 
casior for them to follow. If the participants in a struggle are 
based in different institutions or parts of the city, these 
effects are multiplied. Varied participation helps the movement 
bc seen as political (wholly subvermive) rather than as 
separate grievance fights. As people jn one section of the 
movement fight beside and identify closer with other sections, 
the mutual catalytic effect of their «truggica will db: greater.

"The pigs are the capitalist state, and as such 
define the limits of all political struggles; to the extent 
that a revolutionary 6 1 ۳۱۵ ئم‎ 1١ shows signs of success, they 
come in and mark the point it can't xo beyond, In the 
carly stages of strugrle, the ruling class lets parents 
conc down on high school kids, or jocks attack collezc 
chapters. When the struggle escalates the pigs come in, 
at Columbia, the left was afraid its struggle would be 
co-opted to anti-police brutality, cops off campus, aud 
Maid pics weren't the issue, But pigs really are the 
issue and people will understand this, one way or another, 
They can have a liberal understandin;; that pigs are sweaty 
workin':-class barbarians who over-react and commit “police 
brutality" and so *shbouldn't be on campus, Or they can 
understand pigs as the repressive imperialist state doing 
its job. Our job is not to avoid the issue of the pigs 
as “diverting” from anti-impevialist struggle, but to 
empnasize that they are our real enemy if we fight that 
struggle to win. 


"Even when there is no organized political 
struggle, the pigs come down on people in everyday life 
in enforcing capitalist property relations, bourgcoin 
laws, and bourgeois morality; they ward stores and 
factories and the rich and enforce ۳۳ ۱۱١ and rent against 
the peor. The overwhelming majority of arrests in America 
are for crimes agajust property. The pins wil], be coming - 
down on the kids we're working with in thc schools, on 
the streets, around dope; we should locus on them, point 
them out all the time, like the Panthers do, We should 
relate the daily oppression by the pig to them role in

protected office), the streets (curfew and turf fights) -

“Piss don’t represent state power as an abstract 
Principle; they are a power that we Will have to overcome 
in the course of struggle or become irrelevant, Foviyioniat, 
or dead. We must prepare concretely to meet their power 
because our job is to defeat the Pigs and the army, and 
organize on that basis. Our beginn ngs should stress 
self-cefense ~ buildini defense Kroups around karate 
Classes, learning how to move on thc street and around 
the neighborhood, medical training, pupularizing and 
moving toward (according to necessity) armed self-defense, 
all the time honoring and putting forth the principle 
that "political power comes out of the barrel of a gun. 
These self-défense groups would initiate Pig surveillance 
patrols, visits to the Pix station and courts when 
someone 15 busted, cta, 


"Obviously the issues around the Pig will not 
come down by neighborhood alone; it will take at least 
city-wide groups able to coordinate Activities against

adding the power of the City-wide movement ` gehat may

“XII. REPRESSION AND REVOLUTION 
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“As institutional fights und anti-pig self-defense 
off of them inteusify, so will the ruling cluss's 
repression. "Their excalation of repression wil) inevitably 
continue according to how threatening the movement is to 
their power. Our task is not to avoid or end repression; 
‘thal. can always be done by pulling back, «o we're "ot 
danjterous enough to require rush ing. Sometimes $1 ix 
Correct to do that asx a tactical ret reat, (o survive to 
Tight ۰ 
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"To defeat repression, however, is not to 
stop it but to go on building the movement (o be more 
dangerous to them: in which case, defeated at one 
level, repression will cscalate even morc. To suceced 
in defending the movement, and not just ourselves at 
itu expense, we will have to successfully meet and 
overcome thease greater and greater levels of repression. 


"To be winning will thus necessarily, as 
imperialism's lesser cffovts fail, bring about a phase 
of all-out military repression. To survive and grow in 
the face of that will require more than a larger baxe 
of muppvorters:; it will require the invincible strength 
of ^ maus base at a high level of active participation 
and consciousness, and can only come from mobilizing 
the self—-eonsetmm creativity, will and determination 
of the people. 


“kach new emcalation of the struggle in 
response to new levels of repression, cach protracted 
struggle aroun?! self-defense which becomes u material 
fighting force, are part of the international strategy of 
solidarity with Victnam and the blacks, through opening 
up other front. They are anti-war, anti-imperialist 
and pro-black liberation, If they involve fighting the 
encay, then these strugyvles arc part of the revolution, 


“Therefore, clearly the 2/1 and active 
conscious participating mass base necded to murvive 
repression are also the same needed for winning the 
revolution. The Revolutionary Youth Movement speaks 
to the need for this kind of active mass-based movement 
by tying city-wide motion back to community youth bares, 
because thin brings us close enough to kids in their 
day-to-day lives to organize their ‘maximum active 
Participation’ around enough different kinda of fights 
to push the ‘highest Jevel of consciousness’ about 
imperialism, the black vanguard, the tate and the need 
for armed struscle.

XIII. THE NEED FOR A 
REVOLUTIONARY PARTY _ : 


“The RYN must also lead to the cffective 
organization nected to survive and to create another 
battlefield of the revolution. A revolution is a war; 
when the movement in this country can defend itself 
militarily against total repression it will be part of 
the revolutionary war, 


“This will require a cadre organization, 
effective serrecy, self-reliance among the cadres, md 
an integrated reJationship with the active maus - based 
movement. To win a war with an enemy as highly organized 
and—centralizcd ax the imperialists will require a 
(clandestine) organization of revolutionurics, having also 
a unified 'yencral staff’; that is, combined at somc 
point with discipline under one centralized leadership. 
Because war is political, political tasks = the interna- 
tional communist revolution - must guide it. Therefore, 
the centralized organisation of revolutionarics must be 
a political organization as wcll as military, what ins 
generally called a 'Marxist-Leninist' party. 


"How will we accomplish the building of this 
kind of organization? It is clear that we couldn't sone- 
how form such a party at this time, because the conditions 
for it do not cxist in this country outside the black nation. 
What are these conditions? 


"Onc is that to have a unified centralized 
organization it ix necessary to have a common revolutionary 
theory which explains, at least generally, the naturc of our 
revolutionary tasks and how to accomplixh them. It must 
de a sct of ideas which have been tested and developed in 
the practice of resolving the important contradictions in 
our work. 


"A second condition is the existence of revolu- 
tionary leadership tested in practice, To have a centralized 
party under illegal and repressive conditions FPoquires a 
centralized leadership, specific individuals + the 
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underatandimi and the ability to unify and a o 
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“Thirdly, and most Import 
ant, there m ,

"Thes conditions for the deve ent of a 
revolutionary party in this country are the main 'condi- 
tions’ for winning. There are two kinds of tasks for us. 


“Onc is the organization of revolutionary collec- 
tives within the movement. Our theory unt come from 
practice, but it can't be developed in ixolation. Only 
a collective pooling of our experiences can develop د‎ 
thorourh understanding of the complex conditions in this 
country. In the same way, only our collective efforts 
toward 2 Cowman plan ca» ndequately test the ideas we 
develop. The development of revolutionary Marxist- 
Lcninixt-VMaoist collective formations which undertake this 
egnerete cvnluation and application of the Jessony of our 
work is not jus* the task of upercialistr or leaders, but 
the resporsaibility of every revolutionary. Just as a 
collective is necessary to sum up experiences and apply 
them locally, equally the collective inter-relationship 
of groups all over the country 18 necussary to get an 
accurate view of the whole movement and to apply that. 
jn the whole country. Over time, thoxe collectives which 
prove Themselves in practive to have the correct undor- 
landing (bv Che results they vel) wilt contribute toward 
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the creation of a unificd revolulimary party. 


“The most important task for us toward making 
the revolution, 2nd the work our collecti ves should 
engage in, is the creation of a mass revolutionary 
movement, without which a clandestine revolutionary party 
will be impossible, A revolutionary mans movement js 
dufferent from the traditional revisionist mass base 
of ‘sympathizers. ' Rather 11 is akin to the Red Guard 
in China, basen on the full participation and involvement 
of masses of people tn the practice of making revolution; 
a movement with a full willingness to participate in 
the violent and illegal s trug le. It is a movement 
díametrically opposed to the elitist idea that only 
Jeaders arc smart enough or interested cnough to accept 
full revolutionary conclusions, It js a movement built 
on the basís of faith in the masses of people. 


"The ta«k of collectives is to create this 
kind of wnovernent., (The party is not a substitute for 
it, and in fact is totally “pendent on Jl.) This will 
be dore vt this stage principally amor: youth, through 
taplementing the Revolutionary Yout» Vovement strategy 
¿is8scuswed in this paper. 1 is practice at this, and not 
political 'tesehinzs' in the abstract, which will determine 
the relevance of the political collectives which are 
formed. 


"The strategy of the HO fov developing an active 
mass hase, tying the city-wide fights to community and 
City-wide anti-pig movement, and for building a party 
eventually ou! of thin motion, fits with the world ntrategy 
for winning revolution, builds a movement oriented toward 
power, and will become one division of the International 
Liberation Army, while ¿ts hattle fields are added to the 
many Vietnans which will disanember and dispose of ۰ 
imperialis.

"All Societies, at a1] timens, face the contra- 
diction between the ncs and thc old, between what is ٤۳ ۷ت‎ 1 
aod what is dyiny out. The youth movement in America is, 
in the first plave, an expression of this contradiction. 
The young tend to be the most open, innovative and self- 
Sacrificing. They are invariably the first to rebel,

“Our *pciety is dying eut. Not only here but on 
a world scale, ina himtoric menso. Jmperinlism, the 
monopoly phase of capitalism is nearing its closing hours. 
Our epoch 1s the epoch of thc final collapse of imperialism 
and the final worldwide victory of socinlinm. Imperínlinm, 
fully moribund, rantícnta ita decay everywhere. It Pollutesr

“youth moverent. 
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"The ruling class would like to portray youthful 
rebellion en simply a generational or biological phenomenon. 
In fact, it stems from the particularities of, American 
41006۴ 1 8 1161 development. The youth movcment hae developed 
ia proportion to the increasingly pronounced decay of thin 
eyrtem, The fifties witnessed the temporary ‘stabilization’ 
of U.S. rule. Tho American century lasted about 10 years. 
Prom a relatively isolated imperialist power, WW II han 
enabled the U.S. Monopolista to dominate most of the world. 
But by 1960 the consequences of that inmane achome were 
becoming opparent. The short lived empire bogan to crumble. 
Young people were victimized on every hand. 


"Tbe draft forced the military burden of fighting 
and dying in ən unjust war on to the young. The inercasing 
exclusiveness and discrimination within Trade 8 
affected young workers, particularly black and brown workers. 
Automation contributed to the general capitaliat trend 
toward greater unemployment which affected job seekers with 
little experience severely. The docay of bourgeoia ideology 
made the schools into ja11s--cither of force or boredonm-- 
which taught through repetition and answered through 
irrelevance. Thc decay of buurgeois culture, inevitable 
in a climate of imperialist war and injustice precepitated 
a cultural rebellion asong those who vere only just 
re-establishing their life stylo, The domestic militarization, 
particularly of the achools, made rebellion against 1 
forms of bour«coia eutboritarianiam, from the principal 
on down, a matter ol pr the most advanced among the 
youth, The upmurgo of national liberation struggles at home 
and abroad provided heroic examples of other possibilities. 
Cuba, Yietnom and African atrugxles as well as the revolutionary 
spirit of the contrast with those who came to adulthood in 
the fifties and «hoso outlook reflected that earlier phaso--- 
all this contributed to waking the youth movement central 
to the U.S. revolutionary movement, 


"It is insofar es 813 has apoken to this condition 
of youth that our organization ham grown and been able to 
plav ite pert in the strumt 1e to defent U. 8. Imperiadism 
ard build world socialies. 


8 "THE YOUTH VOVEMENT IS MOT A STAGE, OR A TEMPORARY REBELLION. 
> §T WILL FIGHT T'hOUCM TO THE END. 
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"We must define our main task, we sud develop a 
youth movement which can attack the main enemy ‘of all 
oppressed people, U.S. Imporialiem, and seed an anti- 
imperialiet movement Amcng the masses of people, especially 
among the proletariat without whom imperialism*cannot be 
defeated. Out of this movement, revolutionary cadre must 
develop which will aid the development of a vanguard party 
necessary to lead the struggle for socialism. 


"The youth movement today--composed of black, brown, 
and white youth from different class backgrounds--is not 
sovethinir that has the task only of “lighting the match" 
and then flickering out. This yovth movement must build 
anc last if tho struggle is to be successful. Youth must 
be in the front ranks of all phases of the struggle, just 
as now they are in the leading role in raising tbe fight 
against the moin enomy--U.S. Imperialism--throughout the 
whole society. 


"While Imperialism oppresses all young people, 
the contradictions arise ín a class and colonial way. They 
hit hardest on working class youth and especially black 
and brown youth, The basis for unity within the youth move- 
ment must be a fight in the interests of the most oppressed 
sectors of the people. This must especial'y be the basis 
of wnity for SDS. The raising of class conscious struggles 
is the only basis there is for linking up with working class 
youth who must make up the backbone of any effective youth 
movement. It is on this basis that we can reach out to 
young people in working class high schools, in the army, 
on the streets, and on the job. 


"WHAT ARE THE MAIN FORCES OF OUR STRUGGLE, WHAT ARE THE 
PRINCIPAL CONTEA'"ICTIONS? 


"The plan of the RYM, for SDS as a fighting force 
against imperialism, attacking the schools and other 
imperialist institutions, raising the demand that theso 
institutions servo the people, fighting white supremacy 
and expanding tò include more and more working class youth 
is well under way. But now, at a crucial phase, we are 
being faced with quostionn of Strategy and correct position 
thet could tear US apart internally or send um overall in 
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a wrong dircctior--a counter-revolvtionary direction, At 

the basis of there questions aro fundamental toncepticns of 
the strategy of the whole anti-imperinliat ۳۷م‎ 1۴, the 
struggle for socinliam. We rust hove an analysis of the 
main forces and the principal contradictions in our struggle. 


“The basic perspective of the anti-imperialint 
movement is this: the principal contrediction in the world 
today is between U.R, Imperialiam and the oppressed nations, 
including the black nation. This shapes the class struyyles 
both in these nations and within the U.S. iteelf. Many of 
the main forces in this country which could be brought 
to oppose thc imperialist now mide with them against the 
oppressed nation. Therefore a pre-condition of any mans 
struggle against imperialism is winning the people t the 
Support of the right to eelf-determination of opprcescd 
nations. The struggle must unite peple from all 76 
and sectors of classes that can be untted on this basis 
ageinst the imperinaliats. 


"The lending force in thie movement, however, must 
eventually be tho proletariat if tho struggle is to be 
successful and lead to socialimm. It is the class which 
has the power to defeat the imperialista, to carry the fight 
through to the establishment of Socialism and to guard 
against the resurgence of capitaliam. It is the only class 
which in ending its own exploitation must end the exploitation 
of all classes, In order for the proletnriat to lead there 
must be n party that represente tbe interests of the proletariat 
and hos a mass base among the proletariat a Marxiat-Luninist 
Party.  Finrlly since it ie only the armed might of the state 
which in the last resort anintaina the avaricious powcr 
of the imperinlistr--thero must be armed struggle on the 
part of the peonrle if they are to have victory.

“There rre five main ways in which the youth

must greatly intensify its efforts to win the Proletariat. 
Roads tw the working class for the youth movement are through 
clase-conscious actions against imperialist institutions 
and wars; mobilizing workers and working class youth to 
anti-imperialist Struggies in the schools, shops, communities 
and the military; and through making the anti-imperialist 
movement understandable to the mass of tho People by Joining 
in their struggles against bosses, oppressive community 
institutions, city Kovernment, taxes, the Pigs, etc., 
as a revolutionary force. 


“WHEN THE GREAT MASS OF THE PROLETARIAT IS THE LEADING FORCE 
OF THE ANTI-IMPERJALIST MOVEMENT, IMPERIALISM IS DOOMED, 


"The youth movement to date had been guilty of 
two errors in relation to the proletariat. The attempt to 
hold the struggles of the youth movement to the present 
deve) of most working class Struggles through a student-worker 
alii denies the leading role of youth 
Klos against imperial ign Clearly 
position does not underst; the 
he mass of the proletaria ust link 
۶87۷ struggles of Asia, Africa, Latin 
American people if it is ever to win 
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its freedom. It shies away from confrontation, for the 
most part, and does not Speak to the ways in which voung 
People feel the crisis in imperialism, à 


J "On the other hand, the denial of the leading 
role that the Proletariat must eventually play and tho 
outlook that those who are in motion now must be the 
main force leads to adventurism. This leads us to ignore 
the main force in the struggle in our organizing efforts 
and in our ideology. 


"Both of these Common errors come from à lack of 
faith in the People. Much of tho last six months has sewn 
the RYM vascilating betweun twin errors: tailism and 
adventurisa. Sometimes we talk only about the international 
aspects of the Struggle, the Vietnamese, etc. and nothing 
about the class nature of the Struggles in this country. 
Sometimes we are RO busy Organizing youth to confront the 
System that we lose Sight of articulating clear Class issues 
and doing mass work among the working class. On the other 
hand, sometimes we relate woll to the Struggles of the 
working people - in fights against the tracking system, 
tuition, in Strikes, fights against the schools by the 
community, Lights against police repression - but fail to 
identify imperialism as the main enemy and movements of 
national liberation as Our allies. 


"Vascillation is inevitable, but if our undor- 
standing of the function of the RYM is correct we will 
stver a course which avoids both tailism And adventurism. 


"3) A key aspect of the youth in foment is its 
Struggles against white Supremacy. Struggles againat the 
white supremacist Practices of tho schools this year have 
fundamentally challenged the basis of this decadent, 

lety. We must Carry this fight into al 
aspects of cur work, — 


| "This fight is key because the main tactics of 
the bourgeoisie in maintaining the effective allegiance 
Of the masses of white people to capitalism are lative 
material privileges for some, and a false ideology wkich 
"holds that people of color are inferior. i 


"m - 
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'Inseparable from tho battle against white supremacy 
is the battle against white national chauvinism (the U.S. 
form of oppressor nation chauvinism) which denfes the 
right of national liberation and state power to th. 
oppressed nations of the world. It has been the justification 
for the impcrialist plunder of the world. It took the mass 
of the "peace movemont" Š years to support the victory 
of the NLF and DRV in Viet Nam when victory means Che 
right to self-detormination, the military gains necessary to 
defend their land from all imperialist powers. The 
mass of whites in the movoment now, and throughout the history 
of tho movement, have denied (in fact if not in words) the 
right of self-dotermination of the black people, which 
must be defined finally as the right to seccession. 


"lt is an important task of the youth movement 
to wage internal struggle against these so-called revolutionaries 
who counterpose the struggle for socialism to the struggle 
for self-determination of oppressed people. They are neither 
revolutionaries nor are they struggling for socialism. Some 
of these attack movements of national liberation - such as 
the courageous struggle of the Vietnamese-for not making 
the fight for the dictatorship of the preletariat tho basis 
of unity of tho liberation struggle. They do not recognize 
the right to self-determination of the Dlack peoplo, 
saying that they are only super-oxploited workers, that all 
nationalism is reactionary. All these are guilty of white 
national chauvinism which amounts to putting the interests 
of the white ruling class ahead of tho interests of the 
working class and the oppressed peoples of all countries. 


"Others raise the slogan of national] liberation but 
deny the posajbility of liberation before the establishment 
of socialism in tho whole country. These do not understand 
the basic principle that it is the task of socialists in the 
mother country to defend the right and possibility of 
separation and secession while it is tho task of socialists 
in the colony to fight far socialism. In the white movement 
we must raise the slogan of sclf-determination, and 
chavinistically equate it to tho fight for socialism in 
the whole country. This doos not deny that, because of the 
dual role of black workers in tho mother country, (both colonized 
„god exploited as an internal work force), these black workers 
can play the leading role in the fight for seul ies. It 
is only to say that. the fight for the right-of-s6811- 
determination of the black people is a pre-condition to any 
kind of socialism in this country. 
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"4) Further division and control of the proletariat 
has been effected through the idvology and and practice of 
male supremacy. Male supremacy has arisen out bf tho 
relation of women to the moans of production in society: 
that of unpaid necessary social labor in the maintenance 
aod reproduction of tho labor force as n reserve army of 
labor used to keep own wages in general. Thus womon aro 
all degraded as sexual objects and are super-exploited: 

Paid lower wages and denied access to the skills and 
tradus for men. 


"The youth movement must fight against the malo 
supremacist structure of this decadent society and th: 
manifestations 0۶ this in the superstructure. We must 
raise and join womon's struggles throughout the working 
class anc pay particular attention to the fight against 
male supremacy within our own ranks. Our task is to 
eniist women into the struggle against imperialism and 
the fight for the right to self-determination of all 
oppressed nations. 


"The youth movement will not only be in the 
leading ranks of the armed struggle but it can now begin 
to prepare the people for the necessity ol armed struggle, 
Supporting armud self-defense on the part of all 60 
people, explaining the nature of the state, and supporting 
peoples war. 


"5) The youth movement can play a role in the 
development of a party by fighting ant i-communisa, dovoloping 
communist ideology and taking communist ideology to the mass 
of the pooplv

“AS the armed might of the state comes down 
on the people and the movement as u has done recently 
in Greensboro, Berkely and hundreds of other places in 
the black and brown communities, we must respond by 
preparing tho people for armed self-defense and eventually 
for armed struggle. 


"Armed attacks by the state must be used by the 
movement to explain to the people the necessity of arming 
for self-defense and the nature of the state. We must 
take every opportunity to explain that the stato cannot 
be challenged except through revolutionary violence. This 
is its nature. 


"We must also fight against laws which are passed 
to disarm the people. While right wing groups are arming 
under tho protection of fascist city pigs, it is increasingly 
dilficult for the mass of people to obtain arms. The 
disarmin: of tho people is the first stage of fascisn. 


"The most important response to repression must 
be the extension of our ongoing programs in the Schools, 
shops, and communities. The movement is being attacked 
now because it is. taking up the issues of the .people against 
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imperialism. Our only protection is to continue our 
programs among tho people, adding to them whefe possible 
programs of defense against repression. No sector of tho 
population is in a state of armed atrugulv, and we will 
only win the people to the nucoussity of armed struggle 
through increasing and intensifying Our political work. 


"$. Step Up the Movemunt to Dufwnd Struggles for National 
Liberation. 


" Jt is part of our function as a revolutionary 
youth movemont to help build mass mstrugglc against imporialint 
attacks on movements of national liberation and on communiat 
countries.

From an 
initial ideological posture of "participatory democracy," the current 
line of the national leadership reveals an adherence to Marxism- Leninism. 
Michael Klonsky, National Secretary, in March, 1969, called for the 
building of a rcvolutionary Marxist-Leninist movement, The program 
of SDS has moved from involvement in civil rights struggles to an anti- 
Vietnam war position and finally lu ifs present advocacy of an anti- 
imperialist line, linking up the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America with the black liberation movement in the United States. 
China, Vietnam and Cuba are regarded as countries which are leading 
the world-wide struggles against United States imperialism. On the 
other hand, SDS regards the Sovict Union as an imperialist power and 
does not support (he policies of that country. 


SDS maintains a National Office in Room 206, 1608 West 
Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. Its official paper “New Left Notes" 
reflects the line of the national leadership and program adopted at 
meetings of the National Council and National Interim Committee 
(NIC). Three national officers and a NIC of eleven members aro 
elected cach year during a June National Convention. 


SDS Regional Offices and university and college chapters 
clect delegates to National Council meetings wherein program am- 
ideology are debated. but cach Region and chapter ba autonomous in 
nature and is free to carry out independent policy and programs 
reflective of local conditions,

The meabers^»ipn 
uf the RU espouse the militant comnanunism of KAQ Tse-tung aad 
believe in the necessity of violent revolution and open 
guerrilla warfare to ovorthrow the present political syste 
in the United States and effect radical changes in thin nation.

In August, 1968, a second source advised that the 
RU in the San Francisco area consists of four locals, one 
in 3an Francisco, one in Palo Alto, and two in the East Bay 
area. The leadership of the RU consists of former long- 
time members of the CP, USA whose revolutionary activities 
date back Into the 1920 and who broke with the CP in the 
Inte 1950s, accusing tho CP of revisiunis". The membership 
of the RU is made up uf radical, left-wing youths who have 
participated in student demonstrations and draft resistance 
mvernents. The RU looks to Consunist China as the model ul 
the correct revolutionary Marxist-Leninist line and the works 
of MAY Tse-tung are read and discussed in the weekly education 
classes,

The impression must never be given that the job seeker ٥ afraid of hard work. 
Further instructions are set forth in the manual for those who are finally 
hired. The msan in is advised not to be too eager to expound bís views on Vietues 
and the "establishment." "Don't get into knock-down, drag-out arguments,” the 
manual cautions, with those who are outspoken in support of Government policy. 
Patience is the keyword; "play it by ear," the admonition. In other words, don't 
expect to make instant revolutionaries out of the employees, Rather, subtly start 
them thinking about how the “establishment” is using them to promote "imperfalisa." 
Get across how employers exert certein pressures to keep employees in their place. 
Maya them "class" conscious and aware thet they are working for "warmongers." 
Social activities -- the firm's bowling league, ite baseball team, or a drink 
after work -- provide excellent opportunities for subtle propaganda, as well as for 
sounding out tbe views of the wage earner, The value of cultivating "friends" and 
keeping La contact with then after the job is over te not od. 
These tactics for infiltrating industry are virtually the sama as those used 
by hard-line Communists. The similarity should come as no surprise when we recogni: 
that the "work-in" manual is almost a carbon copy of a document prepared ín 1967 by 
the Progressive Labor Party (PLP), tbe militant pro-Chínese Communist group. In 
fact, the PLP sponsored this program at that tiss in an attempt to disrupt industric 
involved ía producing war materials. Thankfully, it did mot achieve amy notable 
success, But these conspirators do not give up easily. FLP elements ín the New 
Laft Movement have taken the document, put a new cover on ít, and the result عا‎ ths 
"work-in" manual círcula&ed among students with tbe bope of developing an alliance 
between New Leftists and the wage earner. 
Some of the Mew Leftists may strictly edbere to the more dogmatic approach of 
the FLP elements who would like to use tbe "work-in"” project to organise workers fo: 
the witümate aim of creating د‎ revolutionary movement; others may be more cautious, 
thus hoping to gain sympathy for their causo. Whatever their approach, it عا‎ 
iapertant that AEST DF IEI business be senstantif alert to then. 一 
The SDS -- with its iscressiagly violent and disruptive tactics -- poses د‎ 
problem of great wegnitude.

At this point it scems clear that the war in Vietnam 
will continue to cscalate, expanding throughout Southeast 
Asia, and wil lead to a major confrontation with 
China, At the same time, we should recognize the 
importance of the fact that the U.S. military has already 
become directly involved in the suppression of guerrilla 
movements in Latin America, The Air Force has na- 
palmed villages in Peru, the Special Forces are build- 
ing “strategic hamlets” in Northeast Brazil, and there 
are 1,000 Green Berets in Guatemala, The Vietnams 
of the future are well underway, 

How do we stop it? I think we all know only too woll 


that there is no single answer to that overwhelming 
question. Should we cor.tinue demonstrations and teach- 


ins? Organize the poor? Fight for student power? 
Organize within the working class? Resist the draft? 
Run radical candidates in the elections? Turn the 
hippies into Provos? The answer to اند‎ of these questions 
is "Yes." (No little doubt remains that America needs 
to be fundamentally changed.) We need to move from 
protest lo resistance; to dig in for the long hau); 
to become full-time, radical, sustained, relevant. In 
short, we need to make a revolution, But again, how do 
we go about it? How do we decido how, when, and where 
lo act? M seems to me that we can arrive at a set 
of strategic criteria to help us answer these questions 
And make the relevant decisions. What would the set 
of criteria look like?

is the sort of program that puts people into battle with 
the government itself. Anti-draft organizing moves from 
protest activity to activity that takes on more and more 
of the characteristics of a seditious resistance movement, 
Direct action at induction centers and courtrooms begins 
to do-sanctify those traditional American institutions 
oppressing people both at home and abroad. The people 
reached by the anti-draft organizers (young men of 
draft age or those already in the military) soon begin 一 
to translate their personal anxicties about the war and 
the draft into politica] dissent and opposition, 


(7) Draft recistance cuts across a lot of political 
divisions, Even conservatives can be turned on to the 
individualism expressed by our slogan, "Not with my 
life you don't," The moral dimensions of draft resis- 
tance are also unambiguous, The war in Vietnam is 
unjust, oppressive, and wrong. Therefore, we won't 
go. Even those people who don't see through the govern- 
ment's corporate libera] rhetoric have sufficient doubts 
about the morn'ity of the war to ba sympathetic, Final- 
ly, We can reach ihose young men who oppose the war 
and draft only in terms of their own self-interest of 
not wanting to kil] or be killed, 

Draft resistance (among other issues) is certainly 
a relevant political program, Its iniplications, in terms 
of developing radical consciousness and reaching into 
vital constituencies, go far beyond the issues of the 
war and the draft themselves, The questions confronting 
us are the tactical issues of how to go about resisting 
the draft in the most effective way. 


One basic consideration 1 would like to deal with is 
a difference in attitude between the traditional style 
of draft opposition and the kind of resistance beginning 
to develop now, In the past, the action of individuals 
confronting the draft manifested the characteristics of 
& “moral witness,” a kind of martyrdom. We would 
not give our lives to the war-machine, Thus, Ú the 


and souls, And afler many high-scunding words and 
phrases, our bedies were willingly or limply carted off 


A good number of us ere deeply moved by these 
solitary acts, by the small, still voice 
of conscience . 


over the moral waate- 
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land, But it was not enough, After a few headlines, 

mailings from 5 Beekman, and a demonstration or two; 

our righteous anger subsided and the war machine only 

too readily set aside the prison colis for us and went 
ing on about its business, 

What happened? Why did these courapcous acts of the 
brave young men of our generation fail to build a massive 
movement? 1 think the answer lies in an under standing 
of the psychological impact of the *martyr” on those 
among us who were not quite so couragcous, My foeling 
is that the imy ict of the martyr is one of making people 
feel weak, )w addition, martyrdom and moral witness 
are acts of individual conscience, resulting in the des- 
pair and frustration of isolation. Thus, the solitary act 


_ €f individual moral witness against the draft tends to 


produce the opposite of those psychological stances 
that are necessary if we are to build a strong, viable, 
and large draft resistance movement. 

What are the attitudes necessary for à resistance 
movement? First of all, audacity, Counterpose the beau- 
tiful arrogance of the slogan on our now button, “Not 
with my life you don't” with the resolve of the moral 
witness, *Do with mo what you will, but 1 cannot obey,” 
What we must begin to assert is that the rulers of 
"America can have neither our bodies, nor our minds 
and spirits, Iron bars do make prisons and the only 
way we should go to prison is kicking and screaming. 
And then, they should have to catch us first. 

1 am not saying that our draft resisters should avoid 
legal coufroatations, On tl. conl ary, it 18 very impor- 
tant to consider the manner of those confrontations, 
First of all, tbe prime purporo of draft resistance is 
to reach out to young Americans of draft age, both 
inside and outside the military, with a critique of the 
Vietnam war, the draft, and of U.S. foreign policy and 
domestic policies in general, 

Our second objective should be to encourage, advocate, 
and assist young men in getting out of the draft and/ 
or the military, These activities would include both 


Finally, what about legal confrontation ana arrest? 
1 don't think we should try to get arrested as a major 
objective, Our main business should be going about tho 
activities in my first two suggestions in the above, that 
is , buillding a resistance movemont. However, it is 
likely that some of us will be arrested in the process

However, for those us us who are arrested, arraigned 
and/or indicted, 1 would suggest a strategy of political 
opposition, even di every step of the legal pro- 
cess until the last moment, At the point where 
it seems clear that swiftly sent to prison is in- 
evitable, ] think our draft organizers should jump 
ball, cut out, and go underground, either in the U.S. 
or Canada, and per both, Obviously, any decisions 
of this sort would havé monumental implications for the 
lives and futures of those immediately involved, But 
so does a stretch in prison, Of course, the final decision 
should be up to the individuals concerned and not formal- 
ized into policy, However, 1 still feel that we should 
strongly consider this kind of action an a viable alterna. 
tive, 

What changes in attitude do we need other than a kind 
of revolutionary boldness? Traditionally, draft opposition, 
as 1 stated previously, has for the most part been the 
acts of individuals acting in isolation, What we should 
counterpose to that is solidarity—both in spirit and in our 
actions, Expressing solidarity in our activities goer 
beyond words and songs, or even formally building an 
anti-draft union or We Won't-Go groups, What I want to 
criticize here are the anti-draft unions of groups that 
have the level of an individual's personal commitment 
as a kind of exclusionary criterion for membership, 
with the requirement that members give up their 2-8, 
become 1-A, commit themselves to 5 years in prison, 
be vulnerable te induciion,ete, The serious mistake 
that 1 see in this kind of thinking is that these groups 
end up dividing t;.eraselves from other people, using ٨6 
same standards used by the government to divide us 
from each other (2-8, I-A, etc.) It is true that some kind 
of commitment is necessary to determine who is + 
draft resister and who isn't, But the kind of criteria w: 
should use is whether or not one is committed to « 
certain set of political tactics, strategy, and principles. 
This would allow [for all kinds of people—students, 
workers, teeny-boppers, women, even grandmother s-- 
to participate in an anti-draft union and its activities. 
is important for the criteria to be clear and strong

The body of regulations, orders, 
and procedures by which this is dove comprise the De- 
fense Materials System (DMS), administered by th: Bus. 
iness and Defense Services Acruinistration of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce in cooperation with the Departments of 
Agriculture and Interior, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, anc the business community at large, The purpose 
of DMA as cescribed by the Department of Defense, is to: 

Ú provide a “means of directing the flow of materials 
and products to the production, construction, and research 
and developmert requirements of the nation’s defense 
programs, CMS helps to insure that these defense programs 
are maintained on schedule by providing a priority for the 
purchase of materials by defense contractors, sub- contrac - 
tors and their suppliers.”

which is obviously tailored to the needs of large corpor- 
ations, provides regular procedures and channels of coni- 
munication by which large, private "manpower users" 
can apprise themselves of the latest developments in 
Selective Service “channeling” policies and in the critical 
occupations and essential ۰۱۱۳۱۱۱۸ ۶ guidelines. 

The Employer's Inventory makes it possible for thelarge 
firm to predict and take measures to minimize the dis- 
ruption which it might experience upon withdrawal for 
military service of different combinations of its skilled 
manpower. Two of the manpower questions the Employer's 
Inventory program is supposed to help answer are quite 
evocative; “How much consideration should be given to 
possibility of transfer of «ritical empleyses kom a nón- 
essential to essentia] activity in the event of a national 
emergency? * “Are there enough men in the less vulner- 
abie categories to fill in for possible loss of those in 
highly vulnerable categorics ™ (Employer's Inventory of 
Critical Manpower) The implication of these two questions 
would scom to be that by relatively minor manipulations 
of its manpower audit, a corporation can preserve a size- 
able proportion of Ms skilled help from the draft.

In the November, 1025, aue of its monthly internal 
publication SELECTIVE SERVICE, the System proudly 
ran the text of a letter which is described as a request 
for occupational deferment from military service as far 
back as 1776. The letter, which is addresecd 
to the Governor of Kew and the fact that Selective 
Service chose to call attgntion to it, are an excellent 
capsule summary of the meaning of the System:

There is little likelihood that any major changes in 
the Selective Service System wil) be instituted during 
the war in Vietnam. Only two changes are predictable 
in the coming year, bar ring a real eruption from Con- 
greas, which seems unlikely at thie point, The first is 
the policy of calling 19-year-olda first, though still, 
only those who don't have defermenis, Since the calls 
are high enough that almost all those who are listed 
as “available” in each month are called (except during 
the summer months) this change wil) not affect a signi- 
ficant number of people. (Sce Heng article for SSS 
definition of available.“ 

The second change will probably be a limitation of 
graduate student deferments, These deferments will not 
be eliminated entirely, especially those for science and 
engineering students, but what has been up to now in- 
frequent casualties will become normal procedure, 

These two changes do not alter the intent or the ad- 
ministrative processes of the current 888. As described 
in dotall in the Henig article, ine 535 now devotes con- 
siderabie attention to those millions of men who do not go 
into the armed forces, By its own description, the SSS 
serves to channel men into areas of the economy where 
‘they are deemeo necessary to the military- industrial- 
defense complex. This channcling occurs through the 
manipulation of defcrmerts, and the وي‎ dta which 
they induce.

The 
SSS must accomplish its goals inthe most comprehensive 
fashion possible, while at the same time minimizing ay 
conflict or disruptive effects, The operative implications 
of this principle are derived from the concept of ef- 
ficiency as It has come to mean in our compiex industrial 
society, rhe function >f which is the output of massive 
quantities of materi?! objects, It is efficiency as the 
concept relates to machines with all the implications 
of that derivation. 

For instance, in attempting to maximize the efficiency 
of machines—interrelating and intermeshing with each 
other in a massive industrial process—the operator 
and planner do not have to consider any other values 
except how stecl grates against steel. This involves 
having a thorough knowledge of the potential movements 
and behavicr of the machine at hand and being able to 
compute potential future movement which would make the 
steel move against giel in a more raj id and frictionless 
mauncr, The ultimate concern in this business is to 
achieve the above ends.

One final thing that la important to look at is the way 
in which the change in the SSS was initiated and developed, 
for it ia indicative of the kind of change that it will 
be. The impetus came both from the diacontent of the 
American public at the inequities and froin those direct- 
ly involved in manpower planning as s result of in- 
efficiencies of the operation of the current system. 
When these two factora became evident it was clear 
that some change was needed. However, all the vartous

In the process of evaluating programs and institutions 
and re:oinn,tnding changes, the governinent does not 
consider those positive human valuee which enable in- 
dividuals to lead full human lives, Rather, theoverriding 
concern 18 for efficiency, the efficiency of a mechanistic, 
stomistic society, which treris, and regarce, men ۶ 
machines, and (ries (C maximize their efficiency in the 
same way thal machine designers try to maximize the 
efficiency of steel moving against stec). Thus, indivi- 
Guality and creativity, rather than being positive forces 
in this system, are clearly disruptive and must be kept 
outside of it. 

The pervasiveness of this way of thinking is seen in 
the Congressicnal response to the 188uc of changing the 
draft law, There sre indeed a number of men in Con- 
gress who arc evurageous enough to vote against appro- 
priations for Vietnam and who wil] vote against an ex- 
tensien of the current draft law (witch would allow the 
creation of the lottery by executive order) for four years.

The supporters of negotiations, the Communia and 
socialists supported Guy Mollet so liat he might achieve 
a political solution: on March 12, he saw himsell entrusted 
with special civi] and military powers, exorbitant power, 
But there were no negotiations; the war inerely enlarged 
and intensified, And paradoxically, it wae at this moment 
that youths began to confront the war massively ina 
direct way, personally, The contingents (for the most 
part youths of O yoars) had arrived in Alpería; rapidly 
the mumb^r on activ. duly reached 600,000 men and re- 
mained on this level umil the peace, 

To return lo Franco, some of the recalled men had 
given testimony 4o their views, Books, articles, and 
brochures described the atrocities committed in Algeria— 
the summary executions, the tortures, They revealed the 
horrorá of Wë methods of f . These men em- 
phasizcd their powelewaness to act, to resist, to oppose, 
once taken inside the military machine, These witnesses 
of 1963-86 sowed the first grains which produced the

Attached is copy of the SDS Work- In“ organizers manual. 
| This manual sets forth a program by SDS to invade industrial 
| Plante aod other business organizations this summer for the purpose 
of disrupting operations and conducting an intensive propaganda 
campaign among employees geared against the United States and 
particularly privato industry. 


The article noted SDS has distributed 20,000 copies of 
this manual. We have no information concerning this, however, 
at an SDS National Council meeting in December, 1968, a national 
officer of 8108 proposed 15,000 be printed. 


Belected field offices have previously been inatructed 
to investigate this SDS program and on 5-2-69 the Director 
approved an airtel to all field offices with instructions to 
afford this investigation top priority and keep Bureau advised 
of all pertinent information developed. 
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
